A plan to distribute free about 
33,300 baskets of Arkansas smoke- 
less coal to low-income families in 
St. Louis was announced today by 
Smoke Commissioner Raymond R. 
Tucker and Chairman James L. 
Ford Jr, of the Smoke Elimination 
Chasientttes. 

This is made possible, Tucker 
and Ford said, by the donation of 
1000 tons of coal by mine operators 
of Arkansas and Oklahoma and 
the hauling of the coal without 
charge by the Frisco Railroad. 

Ford and Tucker visited Mayor 
Dickmann at City Hall today and 
informed him of the lan. The 
Mayor said he thought it would be 
of great assistance to families not 
on relief but struggling to make 
ends meet. 

This coal, described by Ford as 
a prepared nut size suitable for 
use in stoves and small furnaces, 
will be distributed to families cer- 
tified by the Social Planning Coun- 
cil of the United Charities or by 
individual agencies of United Char- 
ities. 

It is expected that these fami- 
lies will be border-line cases, that 
is, families not on regular relief 
rolls but definitely in need of as- 
sistance. Under this plan nearly 
5000 families will receive an aver- 
age of seven baskets of coal each, 
but Ford said some might receive 
more and some less, according to 
size of the family. 


Practical Christmas Gift. 


Plans also are under way by 
which it is expected that the coal 
will be delivered without charge 
to the needy families, Ford said. 
Distribution probably will be nfade 
before or during the holiday sea- 
son, constituting a practical Christ- 
mas gift for the recipients, Ford 
said. 

This plan for aiding those least 
able to pay the higher prices for 
smokeless fuel was developed by 
Ford and Tucker after Ford had 
received the St. Louis Award for 
1940 because of his work in behalf 
of smoke elimination, carrying with 
it a check for $1000. On receipt 
of the check Ford announced that 
he would use it for purchase of 
smokeless fuel for needy families. 
He turned it over to United Chari- 
ties for that purpose and added 
$500, making a total of $1500. Neces- 
sary expenses incurred by United 
Charities in administration of the 
plan will be paid out of this and 
the remainder will be used to buy 
coal for the needy. 


Baskets distributed under this 
plan will contain about 60 pounds 
of coal, the same as baskets now 
being sold for 25 cents on the cash- 
and-carry plan at dealers’ yards 
throughout the city under an ar- 
rangement worked out by Tucker 
and Ford. For five cents additional, 
dealers will deliver these baskets 
to customers’ homes. 

Before this arrangement was 
made effective truckers were charg- 
ing 40 cents a basket for smokeless 
coal delivered to homes. These 
baskets were supposed to contain 
80 pounds of coal, but frequently 
were short of that. 

Ford said the smokeless coal in 
the 25-cent cash-and-carry baskets 
contains about 30 per cent more 
heat units than the smoky coal sold 
heretofore at 25 cents a basket, and 
on this basis he estimated that con-

BRITAIN REJECTS 
HOOVER PLAN FOR 
FEEDING EUROPE 


Lord Lothian Says Respon- 
sibility for Aiding Con- 
quered Nations Rests 

- With Germany. 


FINNISH ENVOY ASKS 
U. S. TO SEND FOOD 


Promises Nazis and Rus- 
sians Will Not Get Sup- 
plies Shipped to Aid His 
Nation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 

Great Britain has ruled out Amer- 
ican aid for Europe’s hungry this 
winter, repeating that the responsi- 
bility for feeding conquered coun- 
tries rests with Germany. 
A plainly-worded’ statement  is- 
sued by Lord Lothian, British Am- 
bassador, late yesterday apparently 
dashed the tentative plans of for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover and 
others for shipping food to the in- 
habitants of Nazi-vanquished na- 
tions. 

Great Britain, he said, will not 
permit such shipments to pass the 
blockade. 

“Under present conditions,” said 
Lord Lothian, who recently § re- 
turned from consultations with his 
Government in London, “any such 
scheme must be of material as- 
sistance to Germany’s war effort 
and would thereby postpone the 
day of liberation of these peoples 
from German subjugation.” 

Before the German invasion, he 
said, the small countries of Europe 
had ample food for their own needs, 


stalling German control, Germany 
has assumed responsibility for their 


welfare.” 


Plea to Aid Finland. 


After Lord Lothian’s statement. 
Hjalmar Procope, Finnish Minis- 
ter, made a public plea today for 
American relief for Finland. He 
said his plea was not directly af- 
fected by Britain’s announcement. 

Procope said Finland urgently 
needed fats, cereals, dried fruit, 
medical supplies, clothing, shoes 
and soap and that shipping facili- 
ties were available to take the sup- 
plies to Finland. 

Although he said Finland had en- 
countered difficulties with the 
British in regard to shipment of 
supplies, he indicated the principal 
need at present was money wth 
which to purchase the supplies. 

Procope’s appeal was in a brief 
statement, he amplified at a press 
conference. Finland, he said, was 
out of the scope of the British an- 
nouncement because it dealt only 
with German-occupied states, 


Would Like U. S. Loan. 


He declared that any supplies 
sent to Finland would be used sole- 
ly in that country and that none 
would fall into the hands of Rus- 
sians or Germans, 

Asked whether Finland would 
like to have a loan from the United 
States Government, he replied “Cer- 
tainly,” but he would not say 
whether negotiations were now in 
progress, 

Secretary of State Hull said to- 
day the question of Finnish relief 
was being considered along with the 
whole problem of European relief, 
and added that this Government 
would continue to explore possi-

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP).—British 
military circles reported today that 
the Greeks have captured the town 
of Kodre, in the Tepelini area in 
southern Albania, giving them

ATHENS, Dec. 11 (AP).—Italian 
troops were reported falling back 
steadily today for a possible new 
stand in the heights around Chi- 
mara, almost half way up the Al- 
banian coast from Porto Edda to 
Valona. 

A Greek spokesman said the Ital- 
ians were withdrawing rapidly 
along the coast road and north of 
fallen Argyrocastro and added that 
heavy blows also hastened the Ital- 
ian retreat through snow-covered 
mountains between Pogradetz and 
Elbasani in mid-Albania. 

Although exact Greek advance po- 
sitions were not disclosed, they ap- 
parently were almost twice as deep 
into Albania at both flanks of the 
battlefront as the maximum Ital- 
ian thrusts into Greece before the 
Fascist invasion forces were thrown 
into reverse. 

British bombers again have 
raided Valona, hitting a ship in the 
harbor, a munitions dump and 
some buildings in spite of the pres- 
ence of Italian fighting planes, a 
Royal Air Force communique said 
today. 

The leader of the R. A. F. bomb- 
ing squadron said his flight 
swooped down from heavy clouds 
to find Italian planes guarding the 
city. The British dumped their 
bombs and roared back into the 
clouds before the Italians could 
strike. One British plane, he said, 
had a running fight with the Ital- 
ians but all got away safely. 

“Important Moves.” 

The Government spokesman re 
ported “important moves are now 
in full development,” but would 
give no hint of the new action be- 
young saying advances were contin- 
uing on all fronts.

Home Secretary Says Inter- 
national Air Police 
Would Guarantee System 
—Warns of Danger Per- 


iod After Conflict. 


LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP).—Discus- 
sing Britain’s purpose in the war, 
Herbert Morrison, Home Secretary, 
told a national defense meeting at 
Dorchester today: 

“T conceive us to be aiming at a 
a co-operative international system 
guaranteed by an international po- 
lice air force. Never again shall it 
be possible for a thug with a bomb- 
er force to terrorize a continent, to 
smash homes and cities and crush 
the innocent bodies of women and 
children, to blast into powder the 
fruits of man’s toil and the monu- 
ments of his greatness.” 

By implication, however, he re- 
jected any hope of peace in a world 
dominated by Nazi Germany. 

Morrison, one of the Labor lead- 
ers in the Government, in what 
amounted to a reply to Adolf Hit- 
ler’s attack’ on the “have” nations 
yesterday, said “many people would 
be ready to listen” if Germany 


“could hold out a convincing prom- 
ise of a Europe enriched by eco- 
nomic unity and pacified by the re- 
moval of national rivalries.” 


“Military Mondpoly.” 

He added, however, that “the civ- 
ilized world gasps at each revela- 
tion of the cold ferocity with which 
the Nazis are prepared to treat peo- 
ples ‘whom they dominate.” 

“The new European military or- 
der is a vast military monopoly,” 
Morrison asserted. “The organiza- 
tion which the Nazis offer Europe 
is that of a slave plantation. 

“Unless this war ends with a 
preponderance of military striking 
power in the hands of the. democra- 
cies, Europe can look forward to 
no constructive period from war to 
a better and permanent peace.” 

Morrison declared “nations must 
be ready to sacrifice many of their 
independent rights and they must 
feel genuinely moved™to work to- 
gether to create a better life for 
their citizens. 

“It is not enough to abolish tar- 
iff walls and competitive arma- 
ments. These things are merely 
negations of evil. We need to go 
beyond them and find positive 
means to good.” 


End of Class Privilege. 


Morrison envisioned a post-war 
world.in which “class privilege will 
be indefensible and intolerable” 
and monopolies will be revised and 
adapted to the public good. 

“I see no reasonable hope of free- 
dom from horrors of war until we 
can achieve the conscious and de- 
liberate mobilization of our eco- 
nomic resources under a co-opera- 
tive international plan,” he said. 

“If this spirit of sacrifice is not 
carried forward from war into 
feace, I am thoroughly convinced 
that the whole of our civilized so- 
cial order will be endangered and 
that the whole world will stagger 
blindly into new wars or civil com- 
motion -at home and abroad. 

“There must be no private mo- 
nopoly if monopolies there be. They 
must serve the state. We must look 
forward to a society that is rid of 
the twin pests of extreme riches 
and extreme poverty.” 

He admitted the post-war period 
might be one of the most danger- 
ous in British history, but said he 
believed the British could make the 
change in “an orderly and con- 
structive way.”

names of Central News Co. and 
Pioneer News Service, Inc. Owen 
being president of the latter con- 
cern. Owen’s part in the Dan 
Becker Distributing Co., Inc., a 
wholesale liquor business, for two 
and one-half years up to April, 
1936, also was related. In 1935, 
Owen and others were indicted for 
shipping liquor into a dry state, Ar- 
kansas, and Owen paid a $1000 fine, 
as did his associates and the corpo- 
ration. 

Owen, the prosecutor stated, de- 
ducted sums of $5500 and $4000 from 
his 1936 return, but admitted later 
that he received this money and 
used it “for political purposes,” 
for the benefit of certain candi- 
dates, whose names were not given. 

Charges Given in Detail. 

The District Attorney set forth 
in detail the charges of understate- 
ment, omission and false deduction 
claims for each of the years 1933- 
36.. One of the charges was failure 
to report $50,000. received for 50 
shares of Pioneer News Service 
stock, which was held to be all 
profit, as he had paid nothing for 
the stock. Owen’s lawyer, Bryan 
Purteet, in a statement to the 
Court, said Owen had only a “fourth 
grade education,” hence was de- 
pendent on advice of lawyers and 
accountants. He said Owen and 
“Beverly” Brown had been 
“amazed” to learn that the returns 
of their company, filed in Chicago, 
had not been correct. 

The District Attorney announced 
dismissal, on a nolle pros order, of 
all indictments against Owen in the 
income tax matter individually and 
in connection with associates. 

Owen's plea of guilty followed 
like action of his business asso- 
ciate, Brown, who entered his plea 
last Friday, and was fined $1000 by 
District Judge George H. Moore. 
In Brown’s case, the Govern- 
ment permitted settlement of his 
civil liability of $69,563 for evaded 
taxes, interest and penalties, for 
$22,500. The Attorney-General’s of- 
fice, in a lette: to District Attor- 
ney Blanton, said that, after an 
investigation, it was satisfied that 
Brown was unable to pay more.

Action Announced in Reply to 
Letter From Mayor 
Dickmann, 


A survey of sources of smoke in 
East St. Louis and nearby East 


Side communities will be made by 
the East St. Louis engineering de- 
partment, Mayor John T. Connors 
of East St. Louis said today. 

His announcement was in re- 
sponse to letters sent yesterday by 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann to 
Mayors of 22 communities on the 
East Side and in St. Louis County, 
asking for their co-operation in 
smoke elimination and offering to 
send them copies of the St. Louis 
smoke ordinance. 

After the survey is completed, 
Mayor Connors said, he would pro- 
pose a conference of all the Mayors, 
since the co-operation of all muni- 
cipalities would be needed in elim- 
inating smoke from the metropoli- 
tan area. 

Much of the smoke in East St. 
Louis, Mayor Connors pointed out, 
is produced by large industrial 
plants outside the city limits. He 
mentioned as examples the Monsan- 
to Chemical Co., Union Electric 
Co.’s Cahokia plant, which is tak- 
ing steps to eliminate smoke; Alum- 
inum Ore., Granby Chemical Co., 
American Zinc Co. and the packing 
plants in National City. 

The East St. Louis smoke prob- 
lem is made difficult by the fact 
that the city is lower than St. Louis, 
he added, and by the volume of 
smoke produced by railroad round- 
houses and switch engines along 
the riverfront. 

Mayor Connors said he plans to 

start sending letters to factories, 
office buildings and schools in East 
St. Louis, asking for their voluntary 
co-operation in reducing smoke. 
Many of the downtown buildings 
emit considerable smoke, especial- 
ly during the early morning hours, 
he said. :

“All must remember that we are 
in our first year, and the stupen- 
dous task of changing the habits 
of 800,000 people and changing the 
entire coal trade involving hun- 
dreds of dealers into the handling 
of a new commodity and the ar- 
ranging for a new source of supply, 
has been a difficult one.” 

The statement expressed the opin- 
ion that large fuel users, the rail- 
roads, schools, institutions, apart- 
ments, hotels, industrial plants and 
commercial houses, are not suffer- 
ing from added expense because of 
having to use smokeless fuel or me- 
chanical firing equipment, but in 
many instances are making actual 
savings in fuel costs. 

There also are many residential 
consumers, the statement said, who 
are so well satisfied that they would 
not willingly turn back to the old 
fuels or methods of firing.

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GUILTY OF FAKING 


Sentencing Deferred to 
Next Monday—Federal 
Jury Convicts Him on 
All Three’ Counts. 


Norville W. Brickey, former pres- 
iden” of the Citizens’ Bank of Fes- 
tus, was found guilty of making 
false reports on the condition of 
the bank to the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation by a jury in 
the court of United States District 
Judge John Caskie Collet this aft- 
ernoon., 

The conviction was on all three 
counts of the indictment. Maximum 
punishment would be five years’ 
imprisonment and a $5000 fine on 
each count. Sentence was deferred 
to next Monday. The jury delib- 
erated two hours and 10 minutes. 
Judge Collet directed Assistant 
United States Attorney David M. 
Robinson to notify the Govern- 
ment’s chief witness against 
Brickey, Charles E. Porter, former 
vice-president of the bank, to re- 
port’ in court also for sentencing 
next Monday. Porter has pleaded 
guilty under the same indictment. 
Last aJnuary, Brickey, who had 
been Mayor of Festus and Presid- 
ing Judge of the County Court of 
Jefferson County, was freed of Fed- 
eral embezzlement charges on a di- 
rected verdict. Testifying in his 
own defense yesterday, he made 
a categorical denial of all charges 
against him and ascribed any em- 
bezzlement from the bank or falsi- 
fication of its records to Porter. 

Brickey testified he knew noth- 
ing of a $112,000 shortage discov- 
ered in the bank in December, 
1938, until a friend telephoned him 
at: his home in the Park-Plaza Ho- 
tel in St. Louis and told him about 
it. He said the records of the bank 
were in a chaotic state because of 
a robbery 15 years ago in which 
bond receipts and other papers 
were taken. 

Porter had testified that after a 
permanent bond record was estab- 
lished in 1934, Brickey quit manip- 
ulating that account. He said 
Brickey depleted customers’ ac- 
counts with withdrawals and that 
checks on some of those accounts 
were ordered honored by Brickey 
even though the accounts were no 
longer on the bank’s books. 
Brickey was convicted in Decem- 
ber, 1939, of obtaining a warrant 
for $2593 from the Festus School 
Board under false pretenses and 
was sentenced to two years in 
prison. His appeal is pending. He 
was acquitted of two charges of 
embezzlement in State court, but 
six other charges are pending 
against him.

Letter From American Pil 


Later Killed Over England 


Horace C. Heising Wrote 
From Bristol; ‘Things 
Here Are What I Call

A letter written by Horace C. 
Heising, former Chicago & South- 
ern Air Lines pilot, and received 
by a St. Louis friend last Saturday, 
apparently was penned a short time 


before Heising was reported to have) 


been killed when his Spitfire plane 
struck a barrage balloon over Lon- 
don while he was flying for the 
British, 

Cablegrams received Nov. 1 by 
Texas friends of Heising and Har- 
old C, Phillips, a former Air Corps 
instructor, announced that the pair 
had been killed several days earlier. 
Heising’s letter was undated, but 
bore an English postmark of Nov. 
5. It is believed that the communi- 
cation, written from the Grand Spa 
Hotel, Bristol, was in the hands of 
the censor for some time, Phillips, 
in a cablegram to Texas relatives 
on Nov. 4, assured them that the 
report of his death was erroneous. 
Phillips did not mention ,Heising. 

Addressed to Bruce Braun, vice- 
president in charge of operations 
for Chicago & Southern, the letter 
reads as follows, with omissions 
caused by the censor’s scissors: 


“I guess you blokes (pipe the 
lime) think I’ve shot my wad. Well, 
Chief, you never can tell how far 
a frog will jump by looking at him. 
Things here are what I call nice 
going, never a dull moment. Be- 
lieve me, Bruce, I take my hat 
off to these Englishmen. The 
bull dog is most ‘certainly sym- 
bolic of them. Their spirit and 
courage will triumph no matter if 
the war lasts a hundred years. 

“T landed in (censored) on Aug. 
10, and have since been ferrying all 
types of planes from the factory 
and assembly points to the R. A. 
F. units in all parts of England, 
Scotland and Ireland. Our organ- 
ization is known as the Air Trans- 
port Auxiliary of the R. A. F. and 
we are under contract to the Brit- 
ish Overseas Airways Corporation, 
the merged name of British Air- 
ways and Imperial Airways, and 
a mighty fine outfit it is. 

“We consist of about 215 pilots 
of Second Officer, First Officer and 
Captain. The Captains are old Im- 
perial and British Airways pilots. 
The First Officers are all others 
capable of handling domestic and

imported equipment. The Second 
Officers handle only single engine 
equipment. 

“We usually ferry two, and some- 
times three, planes a day, depend- 
ing on the weather and the dis- 
tances involved. It is very interest- 
ing, as one ship may be a Spitfire, 
another a four-engine job, ete. You 
never know, and there are so many 
makes and types, both British and 
American, (The next few lines were 
censored.) 

“An old friend of mine from 
Texas by the name of H. C. Phillips 
is here at Ringway Aerodrome, and 
we hit it off fine. There are about 
15 Americans in the A. T. A, and 
about 40 Americans in the R. A. F., 
in training in the newly formed 
Eagle Squadron. The Eagles should 
soon be in the thick of it, judging 
from some I met. They should 
make it right hot for Jerry.” 

Practically the entire next para- 
graph had been censored, then the 
letter continued—‘“Phillips and I 
have received our O. K. to join 
this group. Don’t know as yet 
when We will receive our sailing or- 
ders, but will be expected them 
soon. It is the ‘real deal’ and I 
surely don’t want to miss out on it. 

“Give my best regards to my 
friends and creditors and tell them 
to keep their shirts on. With kind- 
est personal regards to you I am, 
sincerely, H. C. Heising, First Of- 
ficer British Overseas Airways.” 

Heising, 39 years old, a veteran 
with more than 7000 hours flying 
time, flew between St. Louis and 
New Orleans from 1936 until Au- 
gust, 1939. Before going to Eng- 
land he flew in South America for 
several months.

The Missouri Supreme Court de- 
clared unconstitutional today a 
1917 act authorizing burial insur- 
ance societies to organize and oper- 
ate under statutes governing bene- 
volent, religious, scientific and 
educational] associations, and sug- 
gested the 1941 Legislature provide 
for proper incorporation and ade- 
quate regulation of such burial 
groups, in the public interest. 

Operation of such burial associa- 
tions, actually as an insurance 
business but exempt from regula- 
tion under the insurance laws, was 
criticised in an opinion holding the 
Peoples’ Consolidated Burial Asso- 
ciation of Doniphan, Mo., with 15,- 
000 members, was subject to ouster 
from its franchise, “purported to 
be obtained” for benevolent pur- 
poses. 

Division No. 1 of the court re- 
versed a judgment of Ripley Coun- 
ty Circuit Court, which had denied 
a writ of ouster sought against 
the association by Prosecuting At- 
torney Carl E. Williamson of Rip- 
ley County, and remanded the case 
to the lower court with directions 
to proceed in accérdance with the 
pinion. 

While holding the society sub- 
ject to ouster, the Supreme Court 
said that under the circumstances, 
and to protect the interests of the 
members, the trial: court could 
withhold final action on a judg- 
ment of ouster for a “reasonable 
time,” to permit the association to 
reincorporate under other laws or 
to take advantage of any legisla- 
tion by the 1941 Legislature. 

This ruling, taking away from 
the burial associations the law by 
which they have escaped State reg- 
ulation, apparently will throw the 
whole question of such legislation 
back into the Legislature, which 
convenes Jan. 8.

President Roosevelt, in a message 


to the Economic Club of New 
York, meeting last night, said “the 
freedoms that we must and will 
protect in the United States are the 
freedoms which will make the indi- 
vidual paramount in a true de- 
mocracy.” 

The message, which was in the 
form of a letter to David Sarnoff, 
chairman of the board of Radio 
Corporation of America and presi- 
dent of the club, said: 

“Dear David: 

“TI regret exceedingly that I can- 

not be with you on the occasion of 
the one hundred and thirty-fourth 
dinner of the Economic Club of 
New York and the first unaer your 
guidance as president. A tremen- 
dous opportunity for useful service 
is yours. 
“I know of no greater objective 
any organization can have than 
the stated purpose of your club to 
aid in the creation of social sub- 
jects. I like particularly the inclu- 
sion of social subjects in the discus- 
sion of economics. The two belong 
together... You-and I know that in 
order to maintain our American 
system of private initiative and pri- 
vate enterprise it must function as 
a system that will do the greatest 
good for the greatest number. It is 
only by keeping our economy social- 
ly conscious that we can keep it 
free. 


Free, Frank Discussion. 
“The determination that we shall 
remain free, economically, socially 
and politically, must spring from 
the will of our people. That is why 
the tradition of the American town 
meeting—a tradition older than the 
Constitution itself—is close to the 
hearts of all of us.

must be of material assistance 
to Germany’s war effort and 
would thereby postpone the day 
of liberation of these peoples 
from German subjugation. They 
are therefore not able to give 
permision for the passage of 
food through the blockade, 

The British Government and 
public feel the deepest sympathy 
with the allied peoples, and their 
own people in the Channel is- 
lands, who are now likely to en- 
dure privation in addition to the 
sufferings caused by German 
Nazi domination. But the 
British Government feels that 
the primary objective must be 
to bring about the release of the 
subjugated peoples from this 
alien oppression at the earliest 
possible moment. 

From the information at its 
disposal the risk of starvation 
has been rreatly exaggerated, It 
would be of no service to these 
people to send in food if it 
means the prolongation of their 
slavery. Moreover, any short- 
age of food from which they 
may suffer is solely due to Ger- 
man action. Until they were 
conquered by Germany they had 
ample food for their own needs. 
In conquering them and install- 
ing German control Germany 
has assumed responsibility for 
their welfare. 


‘Nazis Convert Food 


Into War Material.’ 


The Nazi authorities, who 
state that their reserves are un- 
touched by the blockade, per- 
sistently claim that they have 
plenty of food for Europe so 
that if there is hardship in 
these countries it is because the 
German Government has been 
depriving them of their own 
supplies and refusing to give 
them that share of European 
production to which they are 
entitled. Now that Germany is 
in control of the food supplies 
of almost all the Continent west 
of Russia, the introduction of 
food from outside would add to 
the total amount of food avail- 
able to Germany for whatever 
purposes she decides to allot it. 
Nor can it be forgotten that 
the Germen Government  con- 
vert foodstuffs on a large scale 
into valuable war material. 

Moreover, it must be remem- 


machine and it is certain that 
the Germans will not allow staf- 
vation to disorganize the social 
and economic structure upon 
which an important portion of 
their war effort depends. Equal- 
ly it is clear that any food 
which was allowed to pass the 
blockade would merely permit 
the diversion of yet more of the 
indigenous stocks to Germany 
or for the use of the German 
troops of occupation. 

His Majesty’s Government 
have been unable to discover 
any scheme of distribution by 
neutral authorities in these 
countries which, in the light of 
the Nazi record, could provide 
guarantees against the strength- 
ening of the German war po- 
tential by the importation of 
food stuffs.

Our Existence.’ 


They feel, therefore, that they 
have no option but to stand by 
the decision‘announced by the 
Prime Minister in the House of 
Commons on Aug. 20, that they 
will not agree to any lifting of 
the blockade for any country 
under German domination, or so 
long as that domination contin- 
ues. Directly, however, Ger- 
many withdraws its troops and 
restores control of these coun- 
tries to their own citizens, they 
will immediately arrange for 
ample supplies of food to reach 
their inhabitants. 

At the same time, as’7 they 
have already announced, His 
Majesty’s Government are at all 
times prepared to facilitate the 
passage through their blockade 
of medical supplies, destined for 
distribution in territories occu- 
pied by Germany and in unoccu- 
pied France by approved bodies. 

Great Britain is risking star- 
vation and undergoing every 
conceivable hardship in the fight 
for freedom not only for herself 
but for all freedom-loving peo- 
ples. We cannot in these cir- 
cumstances endanger our exist- 
ence and imperil our cause by 
weakening our blockade. The 
British people who are in the 
firing line have through their 
representatives in Parliament 
expressed their determination 
not to give assistance to Ger- 
many such as would result from 
the adoption of Mr. Hoover's 
proposal. We trust that all 
those who share our love for 
freedom and hope for our vic- 
tory will sympathize with and 
support our attitude.

Everett (Wash.) 
Accept Settlement — Ta- 
coma Units Expected to 
Vote Likewise.

SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 11 (AP). 
~The return of peace to the North- 
west lumber industry appeared as- 
sured today as AFL union members 
on one of two principal strike fronts 


lvéted to accept a compromise agree- 


ment on wage and vacation de- 


imands. 


A few hours after a Federal con- 
ciliator, Ernest P. Marsh, an- 
nounced a negotiators’ agreement 
last night, the Lumber and Sawmill 
Workers’ Union at Everett, where 
seven mills have been closed, voted 
to accept the proposal. Marsh said 
union members at the 12 Tacoma 
mills which led the strike move- 
ment two months ago would vote 
today. 

Bud Pearson, Everett union busi- 
ness agent, said the agreement pro- 
vided for 5 cents an hour pay in- 
crease, a week’s vacation with pay 
and an economic expert to make a 
survey of the Douglas fir industry 
as a basis for a sliding pay scale 
in the future. = 

Pearson said some of the Everett 
mills would open today; others to- 
morrow and Monday. The fact that 
the union members planned on re- 
opening at Everett indicated to 
observers that they were confident 
Tacoma unions will approve the 
settlement. 

The AFL union called the strike 
over its demands for 7% cents more 
an hour and a week’s vacation.

Charles A. Welsch, who was fired 
as Building Commissioner by Di- 
rector of Public Safety George 
W. Chadsey, Nov. 30, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today he 
was seeking to obtain a public 
hearing to defend himself against 
Chadsey’s charges. 

He asserted Chadsey had tried 


to prevail on Mayor” Dickmann to 
drop him when the Mayor’s second 
term began in 1937, but that the 
Mayor had refused. 

“The Mayor told me about that,” 
said Welsch. “He said Chadsey 
only told him he didn’t want me. 
I think it was because I had charge 
of the CWA repainting and other 
improvements at City Hall in the 
Mayor’s first term, when Chadsey 
and his son, Hubert, who was em- 
ployed as his chauffeur then, both 
interfered with my direction of the 
work. When I was asked to han- 
dle the rebuilding of the Mayor’s 
office I refused at first, telling the 
Mayor about my experience with 
Chadsey.” 

However, Welsch took charge of 
the latter job also. 

Admits Oversight. 

Before his dismissal, charges by 
Chadsey were read to him, but he 
has been unable to obtain a copy 
of the charges, he said, although 
one was promised him. To the 
best of his recollection, he said, 
they dealt only with his issuance 
of a permit for filling station tanks 
at the southwest corner of Des 
Peres avenue and Delmar voule- 
vard. 

“I frankly admit I made an 
oversight or mistake on that,” he 
continued, “but it is the only case 
I know of where I should have 
sent an application on to the Board 
of Public Service and did not do 
‘so. The only error was in not de- 
termining the lapse of time since 
a previous station was on the lot.” 

Another element in the case was 
the fact that the site was less than 
250 feet from the Wabash Railway 
Delmar Station, he explained, add- 
ing that by an alternate legal 
method of calculation it would be 
possible to complete the filling sta- 
tion by splitting, off a small front 
triangle of the lot into separate 
ownership. The builders, he said, 
plan to take up the question with 
the Board of Public Service next 
Tuesday. 

On about six occasions, Welsch 
asserted, Chadsey, with the sanction 
of the Board of Public Service, re- 
quired him to issue building permits 
which Welsch previously had _ re- 
fused. 


First Public Reply. 

As to Chadsey’s published state- 
ment that Welsch was fired because 
he “undertook to interpret the 
building ordinances in his own 
way,” Welsch called attention to 
the authority vested in him by the 
charter and ordinances to enforce 
the building and zoning codes.

Bombing Experience 
of One Factory. 


NE factory makes airplane mo- 

tors and is guarded by local 

squadrons. One afternoon in 
September a large flight of 
enemy bombers was_ reported 
approaching it. ‘The fighters 
took to the air. The bomb- 
ers arrived, passed the factory and 
were chased across country by the 
fighters. As soon as the fighters 
were out of sight, a second Ger- 
man squadron appeared and let go 
on the factory.

The 
bombers were cut to bits, never 
reached their target. The factory 
is in full production and has not 
been hit since. 
I gathered much evidence around 
various airports, including experi- 
mental ones, confirming the fact 
that there was no shortage of Spit- 
fire or Hurricane fighter planes 
in England. There are enough, for 
instance, so that many squadrons 
are being re-equipped with models 
that increase the range and max- 
imum altitude of combat.

DOLF HITLER'S speech be- 
A tore workers of an armaments 
Plant in a Berlin suburb yes- 
terday is considered significant by 
observers here for its increasing 
emphasis on the social trend of 
the bipolar program of National 
Socialism. 
This trend became apparent in 
the utterances and activities of 
leading Nazis about September, 
when it first seemed likely that 
the war would be extended to a 
second winter. Until then, most of 
the emphasis, naturally enough, 
had been placed on the smashing 
victories of the German military 
machine. 

Yesterday, Hitler painted a glow- 
ing picture of what he said the 
future would bring to the German 
workers. Under National Social- 
ism, he said, everything belonged 
to the people, with the Nazis see- 
ing to it that the returns are rea- 
sonably distributed. He spoke of 
“common duties, common works, 
common worries,” of a land in 
which “birth means nothing, abil- 
ity everything.” 


Opposing Economies. 


The war, he said, was a strug- 
gle between the opposing econo- 
mies of capitalism, in the democ- 
racies, and the system introduced 
in Germany by the National So- 
cialist revolution. Germany, he 
said, would win, but was in a po- 
sition now to “await the right 
time.” 

Defeat, he warned, “would be 
the end, not only of our work of 
social reconstruction, but the end 
of the German nation altogether.” 

Primarily, it was felt here that 
the speech, announeed only a few 
hours before Hitler appeared in 
a great hall of the Rheinmetall 
Borsig Works, in Tegel, was di- 
rected to German workers, particu- 
larly those in the armaments in- 
dustry whose production has made 
it possible to keep the army sup- 
plied. 


Some observers thought there 
was an attempt to appeal also to 
dissatisfied populations outside the 
boundaries of the Reich. Capital- 
ism, Hitler said, is based on gold, 
whereas labor is the money of Na- 
tional Socialism, an idea which he 
said might spread. 

If the capitalistic world should 
collapse, Hitler declared, “I am con- 
vinced that the peoples would be- 
come: really great.”

His tone was very different from the one 
in which he opened the war. 

Maybe this was only a change of pace, counseled 
by Dr. Goebbels for variety’s sake. Certainly, our 
wishful thinking about a collapse of the German 
home front before a collapse of the German army 
has by now been sacrificed to realism, 

But’ if there was an overtone of concern about 
Germany’s future in the dictator’s speech, it also con- 
tained the hint that we, on this side of the Atlantic, 
cannot afford to drift down the time-current. 

“One might suppose,” said the would-be lord of the 
world, “that in lands of freedom and democracy 
everybody lived in plenty. The contrary is true. No- 
where is the standard of the masses lower. Rich 
America has 12,000,000 to 13,000,000 unemployed.” 

The man paints with a very black brush and with 
an utter disregard for perspective. Yet he does touch 
our one sore problem. We are now applying the 
mustard poultice of war preparation. Facing a worse 
problem, Hitler tried the stronger mixture of war. 
Neither medicine will be more than a momentary 
soporific.

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A PRACTICAL CHRISTMAS GIFT. 
The only real complaint heard in St. Louis against 
the operation of the smoke elimination ordinance 
has been that it has worked a hardship on those 
least able to pay higher prices for smokeless fuel.

But whether or not he may have exceeded his 
authority, it is shocking to hear from the bench 
that, after 46 days of public hearing of witnesses in 
Hannibal, the board should present a record subject 
to the criticism directed against this one.

He is the embod 
ment of her courage, her will to win, her 
bull-headedness and short-sightedness, ideals 
and hopes. 

Two years ago, Churchill was a back 
bencher, remembered mainly for his World 
War I record.

with a view to having few and 
stronger counties. She urged con- 
sideration of a short ballot by which 
the offices: of Secretary of State, 
Attorney-General and others should 
be made appointive. 

The “Tasmanian Dodge.” 
Mrs. William Stix Milius spoke 
of “The Secret Ballot,” and empha- 
sized possible changes which would 
make the ballot more secret, which 
could be accomplished without 
changing the State Constitution. 
She explained the Colorado voting 
system, which numbers the ballots, 
as required by the Missouri Con- 
stitution, but which conceals the 
voter’s number from a possible in- 
spection, as the Missouri ballot does 
not. She explained why numbering 
is necessary—to avoid the “Tasma- 
nian dodge,” which consists of 
smuggling a ballot out of a polling 
place, marking it as desired, and 
thereafter voting a chaia of marked 
ballots, each voter depositing the 
ballot that is given him outside and 
taking back a fresh one, to be 
marked for another voter. 


“Changing the Date of the Pri- 
mary” was Mrs. Louis Shifrin’s 
theme. She said the first Tuesday 
in August was selected for the con- 
venience of farmers, but that with 
the growth of urban population, 
and the large number of persons 
who are out of the State at that 
time, a later date should be se- 
lected. Thirteen states now have 
September primaries, she said. 


Mrs. Ralph Thayer, speaking of 
“Relief,” said the emergency period 
of relief had passed, and that it 
had become a long term proposi- 
tion. She told the city members 
they would have trouble convincing 
rural members that larger cash 
sums were needed for city relief 
than in the country.

Constitutional Convention. 


Mrs. George Gellhorn, introduc- 
ing the speakers, raised the ques- 
tion of a State Constitutional Con- 
vention in 1942, and said this might 
be the occasion for changes which 
would permit Missouri women to 
serve on juries. 


Charles M. Hay, chairman of the 
Election Board, told the women he 
received more complaints about 
the absentee voting law than about 
the non-secrecy of the ballot or the 
date of the primary. The present 
absentee law provides only for 
persons who are in the State at 
some other point than their voting 
residence, but not‘for those who 
are out of the State. Miss Jeanne 
Blythe, president of the League, 
said this would be another task for 
the proposed Constitutional Conven- 
tion.

Old War Industries Board. 


N essence, in short, plan number 
[one calls for a Defense Commis- 

sion’ no longer merely advisory 
but generally similar to Bernard 
M. Baruch’s famous War Industries 
Board-in 1918. Logically this plan 
appears simpler and more efficient 
than the others. 


Practically speaking, however, it 
is a pretty long shot in the bet- 
ting books, since it requires of the 
President a frank and total re- 
versal of his proclaimed policy of 
managing the defense effort, 
“through regular governmental 
channels.” The President may pre- 
fer a longer way round to such a 
self-reversal. 

(2) Among Defense Commission 
officials with an interest in the 
present set-up, some New Dealers, 
and certain other administration 
leaders who are fundamentally sat- 
isfied with things as they are, a 
less far-reaching change is _  fa- 
vored. Their proposal is simply to 
let the Defense Commission as it 
is, retain its advisory character, 
but give Knudsen’s production di- 
vision real powers, and appoint 
Donald Nelson as army and navy 
procurement chief. 

This singling ovft of Knudsen’s 
division among the others in the 
Defense Commiussioz: will go, it is 
said, to the heart of the problem— 
the need for increased output of 
défense material. Nelson’s appoint- 
ment, it is argued, will tie army 
and navy procurement in with the 
commission, and give the procure- 
ment officers the benefit of civilian 
experience. Although it has points 


of doing business by interminable 


and Navy departments, the Under- 
secretary of the Navy, James For- 
restal, and the Assistant Secretary 
of War, Robert Patterson, would 
be associated with him, ex-officio. 

Thus army and navy procurement 
would be brought into the defense 
set-up without difficulty, and the 
main responsibility and power 
would be fixed in a small, con- 
genial and efficient three-man 
board. The vital business of de- 
fense production might then be 
adequately organized. Meanwhile, 
the other divisions of the commis- 
sion would also be implemented 
with adequate authority and would 
work with the Knudsen-Forrestal- 
Patterson board under some simple 
system of subordination. As the 
plan seems to meet the President’s 
requirements as well as the re- 
quirements of the situation, it is 
not the worst bet of the three. 

All three plans, of course, may 
be set aside in favor of another 
which has not reached the stage 
of common discussion here, but 
has found favor aboard the Tus- 
caloosa. Whatever plan is adopt- 
ed, however, there is little doubt 
what the objectives should be. Vir- 
tually all informed persons appear 
to agree on these, whether the New 
Dealers who have bothered to study 
the defense set-up, or Baruch, who 
lately came to Washington to give 
the defense commissioners the ben- 
efit of his rich experience. 

The objectives are centraliza- 
tion of authority and fixing of re- 
sponsibility, to give drive and 
force; development of an adequate 
“scope of preparation,” to give pur- 
pose and direction; and creation of 
a@ sense of emergency, to give 
speed. With this last objective in 
mind certain influential advisers 
have suggested to the President 
that he might preface any step he 
takes to improve the defense set-up 
with a sort of “It-Is-Later-Than- 
You-Think-Week.” If the Presi- 
dent follows this suggestion, he will 
call several industrial and labor 
leaders to Washington, and offer 
them seminars on the defense prob- 
lem and the international situation 
by himself, Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull and Defense Commission- 
ers Knudsen and Hillman, The 
idea deserves consideration.

Not even 
such tunes as Dixie are written 
today, he added, regarding modern 
popular music as evidences “of a 
tired mind.” 

“Who is there today who can 
write one line to compare with 
Shakespeare?”

Beethoven? 

“And as for swing and jazz— 
bah. They are the most degraded 
manifestation of human  aberra- 
tion. Furthermore, among peoples 
of the Orient and the jungle they 
have ruined white prestige.” 

Music in England Now. 

Sir Thomas, who recently com- 
pleted tours in Australia and 
Canada, said he wasn’t particularly 
disturbed about the bombing of 
London. He estimated it would 
take 150 years to destroy the city 
and said he thought the tide of war 
will have turned by spring. Music 
in England, he said, is played about 
as usual in spite of the war, al- 
though more daytime concerts are 
given. The Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra, which he established, 
has toured the country, he said. 

“Bombs are nothing new to me,” 
Sir Thomas, who plans to return to 
England in the Spring, said. “Why 
50 bombs fell on my London prop- 
erty during the last war. And 
bombs broke windows in Covent 
Garden as we played “The Marriage 
of Figaro. But we played right 
on.”

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FRANCE AND SPAIN 
TO TRADE ART WORKS

VICHY, Dec. l11—A_ cultural 
agreement whereby France and 
Spain are to exchange sixteenth 
and seventeenth century works of 
art and historical objects will 
shortly be concluded, it was learned 
today exclusively by this corre- 
spondent. 

In anticipation of that pact, the 
Paris Louvre has already sacrificed 
its world-famous Immaculate Con- 
ception, by the Spaniard Murillo. 
When the arrival of the Murillo 
master in Madrid was announced 
a few days ago, reports arose that 
the French had been put under 
pressure, but the fact is that two 
months ago Spanish  emissaries 
proposed to French officials a 
trade of certain museum treasures 
particularly precious to each na- 
tion. 

As a special gesture, it is said, 
Marshal Henri Petain, even be- 
fore signature of the exchange ar- 
rangement, delivered up the Muril- 
lo so that the work could reach 
Madrid in time for the Dec. 8 Feast 
of the Immaculate Conception. 

French fine arts officials have 
disclosed the items involved in 
the exchange. They are: 

Works from France to Spain— 
Murillo’s Immaculate Conception. 
This had belonged to the Louvre 
since 1820 when it was purchased 
from the collection of Marshal 
Soult, who had acquired it in Spain 
during the peninsular war; half of 
the Visigothic treasures in the) 
Cluny Museum of Paris, three gold 
coronets; a valuable statue of the 
early Spanish period, now at the 
Louvre, 

Works from Spain to France— 
One of Velasquez’s most beautiful 
Infantas, which figured at the 1939 
Prado exhibition in Geneva; a 
painting by. El Greco; tent 
which King Francis I used on the 
historic field of the “Cloth of Gold” 
in 1520, captured by Charles V of 
Spain at the battle of Pavia. This 
tent is now in the Almeria Museum 
of Madrid, treasure house of Spain’s

The United States Weather Bu- 
reau has no means of distinguish-

tensity, of smoke under its two clas- 
sifications of “thick” and “moder- 
ate,” W. J. Moxom, senior meteorol- 
ogist in charge, said in a letter to 
the Post-Dispatch today. He added 
that the bureau's interest in the 
smoke record lay largely in visibil- 
ity and the effect on meteorological] 
records, 

His communication was prompted 
by a Post-Dispatch editorial last 
Friday, which called attention to 
the failure to draw a distinction be- 
tween severe smoke blackouts, such 
as “Black Tuesday,” . ov. 28, 1939, 
and less intense, less irritating palis 
coming under the classification of 
“thick.” Attention has been called 
repeatedly to the fact that smoke 
of the current heating season has 
been far less noticeable than in 
past winters. 

Moxom pointed out that, follow- 
ing standard Weather Bureau prac- 
tice, the observations here, from the 
office in the Federal Building, 
Twelfth and Market streets, were 
made by eye.

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP). — The 
Government announced today a 
war damage bill containing 4 
scheme of compensation for dam- 


age to all buildings, involving com- 
pulsory contributions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Inquiring, at the suggestion of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, into union 
fees charged electrical workers at 
Fort Belvoir, Va., a House commit- 
tee heard a union business agent) 
testify today that a $50 down pay- 
ment was required toward the $300 
cost of membership.

Under the Government’s plan, the 
premium to be paid on all prop- 
erty would be two shillings on the 
pound (10 per cent) of the rateable 
value (estimated income on proper- 
ty for tax purposes) each year for 
five years. 

For example, the owner of a 
house valued at £1000 (about. $4000) 
with a rateable value of £50 ($2000) 
would contribute £5 ($20) a year. 

The rate of premium under the 
voluntary scheme for personal 
property insurance is 30 shillings 
per £100 (7% per cent) a year. 

The estimated value of buildings 
to be insured is between £6,000,000,- 
000 and £8,000,000,000 ($24,000,000,- 
000 and $32.000,000,000). The plan 
provides for protection up to next 
fall, two years from the outbreak 
of the war. 

Officials expected that contribu- 
tions under the Government’s plan 
would yield £200,000,000 ($800,000,- 
000). The Treasury would meet 
any excess betweens £200,000,000 
and £400,000,000 ($1,600,000,000). 

If the total compensation ex- 
ceeds £400,000,000, the Government 
would pay half the excess and the 
other half would be met by an in- 
crease in the contributions.

CIO Says New Scale Will Be 
Highest of Any Industrial 
Employes in World, 


DETROIT, Dec. 11 (AP).—About 


ration will share in a pre-Christmas 
bonus of more than $2,500,000 and 
receive a flat pay increase of 2 
cents an hour, officers of the cor- 
poration and the United Automo- 
bile Wortters (CIO) announced to- 
day. 

A union spokesman said each of 
the corporation’s employes in the 
11 plants where UAW-CIO con- 
tracts are in effect will receive a 
bonus of $40 to be paid before 
Christmas. Announcement of dis- 
tribution of the bonus and the 
wage increase came after a night 
of negotiations between union and 
company ‘representatives. 

The general increase in pay for 
the hourly-wage employes plus the 
bonus will total approximately $6,- 
744.000 for a year, according to 
union estimates. 

UAW officers said that with this 
increase Chrysler employes will be 
receiving the highest average wage 
of any industrial workers in the 
world. 

The agreement signed today 
guarantees seniority, payment of 
group life insurance premiums and 
other benefits to those employes 
conscripted into military services. 

A company statement said the 
$40 payment is in lieu of vacation 
with pay and will go to each 
hourly rated employe covered by 
the contract who had at least one 
year’s seniority on Nov. 30, 1940. 

The agreement is subject to rati- 

fication by union locals by Dec. 19, 
1940. It replaces the working con- 
tract which corporation and union 
signed Nov. 29, 1939 following a 54- 
day labor dispute. Two weeks of 
negotiations in which James F. 
Dewey, Federal labor conciliator, 
participated, preceded today’s an- 
nouncement.

Three-Year Agreement First of Its 
Kind Between St. Louis Industry 
and Union. 

A three-year closed shop contract 
covering 450 coat and suit workers 
went into effect today at nine 
manufacturing shops in St. Louis.

Strain on Troops. 


It is impossible to say just where 
the fighting now rages in these 
three war zones, and there are also 
restrictions upon any detailed de- 
scription of terrain anywhere near 
the lines of combat.

DISTILLER KESSLER DIES AT 85 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Julius Kessler, 85 years old, presi- 
dent of the distilling company bear- 
ing his name and credited by many 
in the industry with selling more 
whisky in his lifetime than any oth- 
er individual, died yesterday. 

He headed the so-called “whisky 
trust” before the World War, con- 
trolling more than 70 per cent of 
all whisky distilled and distributed 
to consumers in the nation. A na- 
tive of Hungary, he came here at 
the age of 17, went West to sell 
whisky in Colorado mine towns 
and later acquired control of dis- 
tilleries in Louisville, Ky.

There are more 
to come. November has already 
by election day, 


December brings the Christmas 
week vacation, and just beyond 
New Year’s are the promotion ex- 
aminations and the end of the 
term. 

So much remaining to be done 
and so little time in which to do 
it. The teacher feels rushed, 
swamped, anxious and begins 
prodding the children. She piles 
on the home lessons in the hope 
of “catching up.” 

As one who has been through 
the agony of short terms and long 
examinations, let me say to teach- 
ers and parents that rushing, 
pushing and cramming the pupils 
will help not at all. Hurry and 
the anxiety that it breeds brings 
mental confusion and the end of 
learning. Children will learn rap- 
idly and retain what they learn 
longer, if they work in a calm at- 
mosphere without haste, without 
pressure. They will do more, do 
it faster, do it better, if they are 
not made to feel short of breath. 
Give them the feeling of space and 
time about them and they will go 
right ahead. 

At this time in the school term 
it is well to look at the term’s 
work and see what can be done to 
organize it so that it may be pre- 
sented and taught with brevity, 
quality and interest. Select the 
main points and teach them first. 
Then to the framework add the 
secondary information, reading, 
and illustration that makes for 
richness and culture. But don’t 
hurry! 

Keep the homework down to 
brief reviews of work done in the 
classroom. Don't try to make time 
by assigning chapters of history at 
a gulp. The pupils cannot read 
and interpret pages of books. The 
teacher must help them to find the 
Main paragraphs, the essential 
points, the facts. He or she must 
help them organize the material, 
and then read it with them in 
élass. 

It is not necessary to read every 
word in a text. Teach the pupils 
what is important. Let them mark 
their texts with marginal notes, so 
that their texts become valuable 
note books, ready for the final 
study before tests. We are too care- 
ful of books, valuing them before 
the students’ need for their service. 

Take it easy. Plan the work; 
organize it; teach it intelligently; 
make brief and pointed assign- 
ments; keep calm. Children grow 
best in an atmosphere of security 
and faith. If the teacher is as- 
sured, the students will be sure.

EXPECTANT MOTHERS. 


HE sins of the parents need 
not be visited upon their chil- 
dren if the Baby Health bill 
comes to pass during the approach- 
ing session of the State Legisla- 
ture. The bill provides for blood 


tests of all expectant mothers. 

Three thousand children in Mis- 
souri yearly die before they are 
born, die soon afterward or come 
into the world blind or with a dis- 
ease, which may take many forms 
of tragedy and suffering—all be- 
cause mothers during pregnancy 
have infected them, unwittingly or 
not. 

Dr. Harriet S. Cory, director of 
the Missouri Social Hygiene So- 
ciety, sponsoring the bill, considers 
this the most important piece of 
work now before her society. 

“It is a conservative measure, 
conservative of health, and will 
save the taxpayers millions of 
dollars in generations to come,” 
she said. 

Dr. Cory is ifiterested in the mar- 
riage health bills requiring blood 
tests before marriage, but she real-

“The bill is especially important 
right now,” declared Dr. Cory, “be- 
cause of the defense program 
which is going to cause many hasty 
marriages, more illegitimate births 
and dangers from contact with the 
underworld.” 

Nineteen other states have laws 
requiring blood tests of expectant 
mothers. Some impose penalties 
on physicians, midwives and others 
doing prenatal work who fail to in- 
clude blood tests in routine pre- 
natal examinations. Dr. Cory hopes 
Missouri will be the twentieth state 
having this law. 


“There is no class distinction in 
syphilis,” said Dr. Cory. “It should 
not be considered as a disgrace but 
as a disease. No other is so spe- 
cific in its diagnosis, treatment 
and cure. Many contract it inno- 
cently. Then there ig the devil to 
pay. ‘Did you -have it or did I 
have it?’ It causes not only suf- 
fering of the child, but the dis- 
ruption of homes. Every syphilitic 
mother will produce a syphilitic 
child. So we should have a law 
that will apply to all expectant 
mothers. Ten out of 11 syphilitic 
mothers, according to our figures, 
if treated even as late as the fifth 
month of her pregnancy, will pro- 
duce a healthy baby. It sounds 
almost like quackery, too good to 
be true, that congenital syphilis 
can be prevented by treating the 
mother. 

“What we need now is that all 
legislators be informed and con- 
vinced of the merits of our Dill. 
Naturally we have contacted every 
one of them. We wrote to.all the 
candidates, inclosing an impres- 
sive list of indorsements, all moth- 
ers’ cubs, all women’s organiza-. 
tions, the State Medical Association, 
the State Teachers’ Association, the 
Health Departments of all cities, 
all the service clubs and indorse- 
ments of many private physicians. 
We have received favorable answers 
and promises of support from many 
who were candidates. We believe 
the only elements against the bill 
are inertia, neglect and ignorance. 
We must check up on the legisla- 
tors again. We really intend to do 
some personal lobbying. We will 
be able to show them that Sweden, 
which has such a law, has prac- 
tically wiped out congenital syph- 
ilis in one generation, and that the 
same can be done here. 

“The law, in case it is passed,” 
continued Dr. Cory, “should be ad- 
ministered by the State Health 
Department and machinery set up 
standardizing tests in every com- 
munity. It’s going to be hard 
keeping tab on rural. wives and 
women who have babies without 
benefit of obstetricians, but we be- 


‘eve all can be reached through 


rural health services and visiting 
nurses. The bill prevides that 
those unable to pay for tests or 


: treatment shall be cared for free 


of charge by public health agencies. 

“Syphilis is curable if got at in 
time. The disease is definitely the 
enemy of youth. Three-fourths of 
the cases are acquired before 30 
years of age, the peak of the child 
bearing period. The prenatal 
blood test is so simple, the treat- 
ment so specific. If we get com-. 
plete co-operation, we can eradi- 
cate congenital syphilis in one 
generation. No procedure known 
to preventive medicine can pro- 
duce such results.”

THIS, HOWEVER, is just what 
was done. There is no question 
that it resulted in plenty of eco- 
nomic loss. Dr. Arthur Myers tells 
of one cattle raiser who had a 
healthy appearing animal for which 
he had once been offered $12,000, 
which was slaughtered under the 
compulsory law because of a posi- 
tive tuberculin reaction. The sav- 
ing in suffering and human life 
has far outweighed any economic 
expenditure. 

The campaign to eradicate tu- 
berculosis in livestock was started 
in the United States in 1916. Eng- 
land had begun a similar cam- 
paign in 1913, but whereas in the 
United States all cattle who re- 
acted to the tuberculin test were 


slaughtered, in England the Min- 


istry of Health slaughtered only 
obviously ill and consumptive ani- 
mals, The result of this up to 1937 
was that in England the situation 
as regards tuberculosis among cat- 
tle was practically the same as in 
1913. 

Up to recently 40 per cent of the 
cows in England had foci of tu- 
berculosis and 6 per cent of all 
deaths from tuberculosis in chil- 
dren are of the bovine type. In the 
United States, owing to the rig- 
orous enforcement of these drastic 
laws, 75 per cent of dairy coun- 
tries have reduced the incidence 
of tuberculosis in cattle to one-half 
of 1 per cent, or less, and bovine 
tuberculosis in the United States, 
has been reduced over 50 per cent 
and in many places is practically 
non-existent.

The very lack of defense in this 
hand would make it a logical four 
spade bid, not vulnerable, yet one 
single move from South and the 
partnership is over its head. Ad- 
mittedly, if North happens to hold 
a long spade suit, an outside ace, 
and distribution that will preclude 
three losers, the partnership is safe 
at the five level, but it is almost 
inconceivable that North, after a 
correct four spade opening, can ac- 
cept a slam invitation. Hence, it 
is a futile gesture (and perhaps 
an expensive one) for South to ex- 
tend such an invitation.

Army's Men on Horseback

ARTICLE EIGHT. 


ONG before the Air Corps 

moved into the spotlight the 

cavalry basked in the’sun of 
popularity with the young men 
joining the army. 

To wear spurs and ride a spirited 
horse is a definite American aim, 
with the result that the cavalry has 
always been a sought-after branch 
of the service. Modern cavalry is 
organized in two types—horse and 
mechanized. Mechanized cavalry 
uses the machine to transport its 
men and its fire power. Horse cav- 
alry gets there aboard Old Dobbin. 


There are 14 regiments of regular 
cavalry stationed throughout the 
United States. Some of the cavalry 
posts are among the most pictur- 
esque in our military establish- 
ments. Among these are Forts 
Bliss, Brown and Ringgold, on the 


‘Mexican border; Fort Ethan Allen, 


Vt., near Canada; Fort Myer, Va., 
overlooking the City of Washing- 
ton, and Fort Riley, Kan., home of 
the Cavalry School. 


Like other bfanches of the serv- 
ice the cavalry trains many spe- 
cialists, including machine gun- 
ners, armorers, radio operators and 
electricians, motor mechanics, 
chauffeurs, saddlers, horseshoers, 
musicians and cooks. The cavalry

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on horseback lorded it over the 
common folk on foot. The cavalry- 
man wears his uniform with a 
swagger that the other branches 
have never been able to completely 
effect. 

One of the first lessons learned 
by the cavalry recruit is that the 
welfare of his horse comes first. 
When a troop returns from a ride, 
horses are cooled, curried, watered 
and fed before the soldiers turn a 
hand for their own comfort. After 
the picket” line has been policed 
and inspected the soldiers may then 
turn to for food or bed, as the case 
may be. 

Cavalry horses are selected ani- 
mals, many of them thoroughbreds, 
Animals reared at special breeding 
farms, or purchased as colts, are 
not broken to saddle and bridle 
until they reach their fifth year. 
This permits the full physical de- 
velopment of the horse. 

The training of cavalry horses 
is by easy stages and requires 
about a year. Training progresses 
from teaching the animal to obey 
simple commands to becoming ac- 
customed to small arms fire. Cav- 
alry mounts receive expert care 
and attention and the average cav- 
alry horse reaches the age of 18 
years before the animal is retired 
from active duty. This is much 
higher than the average age of 
usefulness of horses employed in 
civilian activities. 

Before the airplane and the com- 
bat car put in an appearance the 
horse cavalry was tops. It still 
plays an important role in the 
army.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“PHILADELPHIA LAWYER” 


Current in the slang lexicon of 
English-speaking people for about 
two and a half centuries, a typical 
early recorded appearance of the 
expression, “a Philadelphia lawyer,” 
was in a periodical called the Bal- 
ance, in which, on March 13, 1803, 
appears the line: 

“Tt would puzzle a dozen Phila- 
delphia lawyers to unriddle the talk 
of the Democrats.” 

It was, however, the prosecution 
of John Peter Zenger, New York 
newspaper publisher, who was in- 
dicted in 1735 for minal libel and 
successfully defended by Andrew 
Hamilton, that made the phrase 
famous, 

The case attracted wide attention 
and credit for the acquittal of 
Zenger was given unstintingly to 
Hamilton, his “Philadelphia lawyer,” 
whose astuteness and forensic elo- 


quence won his client his deserved 
freedom and injected new life and 
vitality into an already popular 
colloquialism that might otherwise 
have faded out of use.

Dumplings complete this savory 
dish: Blend one pint of flour with 
a tablespoon butter, salt and suffi- 
cient milk to make a stiff dough. 
Roll into tiny balls and drop in 
soup long enough for them to be 
well cooked, about 15 minutes be- 
fore serving.
